The teachers, as a whole, have given the best of satisfaction. 
Some of the above named teachers have taught before the past 
year, and have proved themselves worthy of their charge. 
Others of them have taught their first term within the past year, 
but have, in every instance, fulfilled all reasonable requirements 
or desires. 

Deeming it imprudent, we refrain from repeating the old 
custom of criticising each teacher separately, but limit our re- 
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marks to a few words of praise, believing that we have said all 
that is necessary, when we say that each one has done more 
than was expected of her. 

We wish, also; to extend our thanks to the parents who 
have taken the interest to visit the schools and note the work 
of their children. If the parents could be induced to visit the 
schools oftener and obtain a knowledge of-the progress of their 
children, it would be a benefit to the schools beyond common 
estimate. 

The Board of Education wish to call the attention of the 
citizens of Hampstead to the condition of the school houses 
in town. ‘The school house at the west part of the town is in 
a very bad condition, and needs repairing before being occu- 
pied again. Several, also. need painting to preserve them in 
their proper condition.
